MOSCOW, May 9—(AP) The 
193,000,000 people of the Soviet 
Union celebrated victory day 
today in thousands of process- 
ions, demonstrations and sport- 
ing events marked by speeches, 
orders of the day and editor- 
ials which bore a distinct inter- 
national flavor. 
“Two years after victory,” 
said the New Times in a lead- 
ing editoria!], “the mouthpieces 
of international! recation are rag- 
| ing once more. The mongers 
| of a new war, as Henry Wallace 

put it, keep the kettle of hos- 
| tility towards the Soviet Union 
| at the boiling point. 

“The Imperialistic circles of 
the Anglo-Saxon countries are 
| building bigger plans for their 
| expansion, plans of economic 
and political enslavement of 
foreign peoples.” 

Nikolai Bulganin, minister of 
the armed forces declared in 
an order of the day that Soviet 
armed forces had won the war 
and saved the people of Eur- 
ope, “among which are the Ger- 
man people,” from Fascist op- 
pression. 

The German surrender actu- 
ally was signed May 7, 1945, at 
Reims, France, but official an- 
nouncement of VE-Day was de- 
layed untii May 8 and Russia 
chose to observe it May 9). 

The army newspaper Red 
Star declared the Soviet 
Army not only could have oc- 
cupied all Germany without 
the aid of the Western Allies 
but liberated France as well.

To the end of April home-building per- 
mits issued in Edmonton numbered 290. Dur- | 
ing the first four months of last year 625 
permits were issued.

Other factors have contributed to this 
Blowing down of house building, but there 
is hardly room for doubt that the main cause 
is the impossible heights to which construc- 
tion costs have risen. Living quarters cost- 
ing $2,000 or more per room are so far out | 
of line with average wage and salary levels 
that the market for them is restricted to 
people having fairly large incomes. 

This market must by now have been 
fairly well supplied, not only in Edmonton 
but everywhere else in Canada. The question 
remains of where people who have relatively 
small incomes are to live. This is a question 
thet must concern everyone who thinks 
ahead. For unless suitable accommodation 
is made attainable by people with limited 
means, slum conditions will develop and 
spread. 

No amount of town planning, and no 
kind of building regulations or sanitAry rules, | 
gan prevent that development if low-wage | 
and low-salary families can afford nothing 
better than shacks and congested tenements. 
Whe problem of low-cost housing is therefore | 
everybody's problem. Unless it is solved, this | 
and every other centre in Canada will have 
ther and worse problems to deal with for 
the indefinite future.

Army Canteen Fund 


BY HARPER PROWSE, MLA : 


After the First Great War Can- 
ada’s share of the Empire's can- 
teen profits amounted to roughly 
$2,500,000. Parliament then passed 
an act setting up an Army Canteen 
Fund. The money was divided 
between the provinces on the basis 
of enlistments and provincial gov- 
ernments were requested to ap- 
point boards of trustees to ad- 
minister the fund, This provincial 
board was left practically com- 
plete discretion as to the invest- 
ment and use of the fund with the 
result that there was great dis- 
crepancy. 

As there was neither supervision 
nor control of the boards of trus- 
‘tees there were some unfortunate 
incidents resulting in the misap- 
propriation of some of the funds 
and unnecessary dissipation of 
others. Due to the fact that the 
enlistments were no indication of 
where the need would lie after 
discharge some funds were quickly 
exhausted, as was the case in 
British Columbia, while others 
were hardly touched for many 
years. Due to the fact that there 
was no successful attempt to make 
the fund available where it was 
needed, veterans living in the cen- 
tral cities received assistance while 
those in remote areas went with- 
out in many cases.

TRIP THROUGH THE PANAMA 
CANAL 

Let us imagine ourselves on 
board a ship about to go through 
the Panama Canal. We are in Lim- 
on Bay at the port of Colon on 
the Atlantic side. Our ship follows 
a dredged but invisible channel 
to a place where, with low jungle- 
clad banks, the canal visibly be-

ceed in a sea-level channel toward 
the great Gatun Locks 7 miles in- 
land. 

As we approach Gatun Locks, a
